instead of edging toward the grave. 
We live cu rtailed lives, he say s, b e­ 
cau se we are the prey of cou ntless 
germs. 
Conqu er the germs and man 
can easily reach the age of 150 and 
may b e longer. 
“Flighty y ears ago,” said Sir Ron­ 
ald in a lectu re, “the average life of 
a London man was ab ou t thirty -fou r 
y ears seven months and of a woman, 
thirty -eight y ears fou r months.

More Attention Is Given 
to Physical Education 
Washington.—Physical education in 
schools is required by law in 33 states. 
Thirteen now have state physical di­ 
rectors of education and most of the 
states have definite requirements for 
the training of teachers and super­ 
visors for this work.

W hat Calumet Means. 
The Calumet region is the name giv­ 
en to a district In northern Indiana 
and Illinois lying between the Calu­ 
met river and Lak e Michigan. Original­ 
ly it w a s composed entirely of sand 
ridges and marshes. 
It is now a great 
industrial 
district, 
comprising 
such 
cities as Hammond, Gary, Last Chi­ 
cago, 
Indiana 
Harbor and 
Whiting. 
Sometimes the entire region around 
the southern shores of Lak e Michigan 
is spok en of as the Calumet district. 
The word “calum et” was the name giv­ 
en by the French to a pipe used by the 
Indians. 
Tlds pipe, sometimes called 
the peace pipe, was the emblem of 
peace and hospitality. 
It was smok ed 
to confirm all treaties between tribes. J 
To refuse the calumet corresponded to 
a declaration of war. and to accept It 
meant peace and friendship.

TY PH O N FEVER FROM 
OYSTERS

T V PI K HD fever has broken into 
the front page again. 
This dis­ 
ease, which used to be one of the com­ 
monest of human afflictions, has been 
almost forgotten by everybody except 
health officers. 
Twenty-five years ago 
every large city in the world had. each 
year, hundreds or even thousands of 
cases. 
From a fourth to a third of a 
doctor s income came from his typhoid 
fever cases. 
This disease used to he attributed 
to all sorts of causes: ground water, 
sewer gas. overcrowding and other 
conditions. 
Then in 
1 8 8 0, Ebarth, a 
German 
scientist, 
found 
the 
germ 
which was responsible. 
it 
took 20 
years of patient work to find that it 
most commonly gets into the 
body 
through sewage-polluted drinking wa­ 
ter, dirty milk or food contaminated 
by flies or by the dirty hands of “lui- 
mnn carriers.” 
Pure w’Hter. pastuerized milk and 
fly control have practically wiped out 
typhoid in the large cities. 
For years 
it has been found most frequently in 
rural communities where the water 
was taken from^ shallow wells and 
where raw milk was used. 
Bpt iii* 
present epidemic is in the large cities 
The disease bus appeared among th* 
well-to-do in New York. Chicago ami 
elsewhere. 
Investigation has shown that 
the 
Water and milk 
were beyond sus 
I acton. Files are naturally not numer­ 
ous In the winter. 
But three-fourths 
of the patients were found to have 
eaten raw oysters about two weeks 
before they became sick. 
It has long been known that oysters. 
if fattened in sew’age-ladened water, 
would cause typhoid. 
Many Eastern 
cities empty their sewage Into the 
ocean. 
Oyster fishers, after scooping 
up the oysters from the sea beds, plant 
them in shallow water to fatten. 
Bur­ 
den found that typhoid germs would 
live in salt water for weeks. 
Foot 
found that they would live in oysters 
for 80 days. 
Guion of Atlantic City 
proved that many epidemics of ty­ 
phoid fever were due to polluted oy­ 
sters. 
Evidently some Eastern oyster deal­ 
ers have allowed th**ir oyster beds to 
heroine infected with sewage, or have 
placed their oysters in polluted water 
to fatten and have then shipped the 
dangerous oysters all over the coun- 
t ry. 
As a result, several state boards of 
health have prohibited the shipment 
of oysters into the state, unless it can 
he shown that they are harmless. 
Oysters are a delicious and a whole­ 
some food, if pure, but they can eas­ 
ily becomes dangerous if careless or 
dirty methods of handling or shipping 
occur. 
Meantime, while the oyster business 
ie being cleaned up. the hest thing to 
do. unless you know’ that the oysters 
are safe. is to let raw oysters alone.

MEN SHOULD LIVE IOO 
YEARS, SAYS SAVANT 


Small 
Donation 
From 
Each 
Person 
Would Do Trick, Declares 
Sir Ronald. 


London.—That the span of life can 
he extended to 150 years at the cost 
(if sixpence a head, is the argument of 
Sir Ronald Ross, tile English scientist, 
whose researches have led to cures for 
malaria and sleeping sickness. 
Sir 
Ronald claims that a sixpence from 
the pocket of every Englishman spent 
in 
scientific 
research 
would 
keep 
germs and old age away for at least 
150 years. 
The scientist thinks that the allotted 
■»pan of three-score years and ten 
should find man in tile prime af life, 
instead of edging toward the grave. 
We live curtailed lives, he says, be­ 
cause we are the prey of countless 
germs. 
Conquer the germs and man 
can easily reach the age of 150 and 
maybe longer. 
"Eighty years ago,” said Sir Ron­ 
ald in a lecture, "the average life of 
a London man was about thirty-four 
vears seven months and of a woman, 
thirty-eight years four months. Today 
it is fifty-three years nine months and 
tifty-oine years. Thus medical science 
in eighty years has given us twenty 
years more of life.” 
This start on cheating eternity bus 
just begun, the speaker continued. 
Nowadays the equivalent of one penny 
a head is being spent in Britain for 
research, and he asserts that tip* 
spending of a sixpence a head would 
make the monkey gland useless. 
A scientist of the Pasteur institute 
in Paris lins predict et I that in JOO 
years from now the average man will 
live to be one hundredjjnd fifty years 
old. Metehnikoff, the Russify scientist, 
has made the same prophecy. 
These 
visions of a future race of Methuselahs 
are to materialise through the agency 
of tile research laboratory, in Sir Ron­ 
ald’s opinion. 
The laboratory worker in tile next 
generation, if allowed full scope, will 
trace all destructive diseases to their 
source and exterminate them, instead 
of combating them after they have ap­ 
peared, Sir Ronald said. 
Already re­ 
search laboratories are at work on im­ 
portant medical problems. The Pas­ 
teur institute is seeking to destroy 
cancer and tuberculosis and the Ross 
institute in London is working for the 
eradication of leprosy. 
Advanced English scientists hope to 
sci* research 
laboratories in every 
large city in the world, financed by 
tile state or municipality.

Washington.—Physical education in 
schools is required by law in 33 states. 
Thirteen now- have state physical di­ 
rectors of education and most of the 
states have definite requirements for 
the training of teachers and super­ 
visors for this work. One school gave 
professional courses in physical edu­ 
cation. 45 years ago, but now 75 in­ 
stitutions offer two, three, or four- 
year courses, and post-graduate work 
is given in many schools.
